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Success Lake

Everyone is gaining from the 
federally funded Title X (ten) 
program which has been in 
operation at Lake Success for 
the better part of a year now. 

It has helped the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, about 60 
previously unemployed persons, 
and most of all - you - the 
public. 

Title X is a program which 
provided funds to hire extra 
workmen to do jobs at Corps of 
Engineer facilities that were 
heavily used by the public and 
needed a lot of improvement. It 
came into being in mid-1975 
when economic problems were 
hurting our nation’s economy 
and putting a lot of people out 
of work. 

The idea was to put 
unemployed craftsmen to work 
at projects for public 
betterment. If you look around 
Lake Success you'll see a lot of 
work that has been done along 
these lines. 

And Berl Procter, Success 
Lake park manager for the Corps 
of Engineers, will be proud to 
point them out to you. 

Probably the first thing that 
will come to your attention is 
the new look that has been given 
to the vista point just west of 
Highway 190 about half way up 
the lake from the dam. 

A crew of men gathered 
native rocks along the lower 
bank of the lake and carried 
them up the hill. There they 
mixed concrete and_ started 
installing a rock wall around the 
vista point which used to be 
enclosed in a cyclone fence. 

The wall is about three feet 
high and in the center facing the 
lake a raised section will soon 
carry a plaque explaining 
Success dam and lake.

work force has constructed a 

_ Very attractive outdoor 
“theater’’ that seats 200 persons 

_ On permanent concrete and 
stone benches. It can also 
accomodate another estimated 
200 persons who might want to 
bring along camp chairs. 

The raised theater 
frontispiece provides for a 10 
feet square movie screen and 

. two flanking speaker platforms. 
In the center aisle is a permanent 
rock and concrete projector 
Stand equipped with electricity 
and lighting. The center aisle is 
also illuminated by indirect 

‘lighting installed in some of the 
bench ends. 

The entire theater is 
surrounded by a low stone and 
concrete wall to close it in. The 
workmen, who were supervised 
in the construction project by 
‘Leo Roberson, an _ industrial 
engineer, who helped Procter 
with the ideas, even installed 
drinking fountains for adults and 
youngsters at the rear entry to 
the theater. 

Procter said the outdoor 
theater will be used during peak 
recreational months in the 
summer for presentation — of 
special evening programs by park 
rangers to interested campers. 

He also said that it is available 
on a first come first served basis 
to local clubs and groups for 
special programs they may want 
to present there. And its free! 
Arrangements for use of the 
attractive facility may be made 
by calling the local U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers office. 

Procter said future plans call 
for a portable stage to be placed 
in front of the screen. He noted 

- the setting is ideal for programs 
presented by historical groups, 
nature groups, campfire outings 
and others. 

In other improvements, both 
“improved” campgrounds at the 
lake park, north and south, are 
being equipped with drip 
irrigation systems to water the 
more than 500 trees and shrubs 
in the camp areas. 

Previously watering was done 
by pulling long lengths of hose 
through the campgrounds. A 
complete irrigation job for all 
the trees took about two or 
three weeks. With the new 
system complete watering will 
only take about four days, 

Procter said.

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“This will certainly be an 
obvious saving in time and 
labor,”’ he noted. 

Another major improvement 
in the campgrounds includes the’ 
construction of fire rings in 
which campers can. build 
campfires without danger of the 
blazes getting away and causing 
grass fires. 

Another major project 
included the removal of the old 
wood picnic shelters in the day 
use area. These are being 
replaced with concrete slabs 
covered by low maintenance 
metal shelters. 

The day use area located 
along the lake bank between the 
two launching sites has also been 
renovated with newly painted 
tables plus trees being planted in 


the area. Procter said the area’ 


had received little use in past 
years because there was.-little or 
no shade. The trees are expected

to add much to the facility and 
increase its use later. 

Procter explained about the 
uses of the $400,000 which was 
allocated for the projects. He 
said rules require that only 25 
per cent of the funds could be 
used for supplies and materials 
in the projects. The remaining 
7S per cent was earmarked for 
wages of those doing the work. 

He noted that by using native 
materials such as rocks and 
transplanting of trees, the funds 
covered more area and allowed 
for more to be accomplished. 

And accomplished it was! 

The Title X program is 
scheduled to end late in April, 
but the results of what it has 
accomplished will remain long 
after in very necessary 
improvements of recreational 
facilities at Lake Success. 

Procter concluded by saying, 
“Now, all that remains is for 
people of the local area to put 
the facilities to good use and 
enjoy them. That’s what it’s all 
about.”
